From the very beginning there was some hot debatifi^tjftwSen the oovs 
and taeir counterijarts , x^articularly. between Eugen and KHAVETS ,KAYiCAiM and 
one or tvvo others* On several occasions Source had to interfere to calm 
dov;n tne interlocutors* The Sovs , as a rule, slack to their official 
line and did not go beyond phraseology and prox^agandistic bancilaties* 

The only exception was LAZi.;BNIK ,NEDBAYLO and SYVACtlENKO ^ ho tried to
